Action line 


Lately, I've noticed our clock at the 


Court House is not operating. I know there 
are many "ifs, and and buts" about the 
problems and costs of repairing it, but I 
really miss being able to look up and see 
the time of day when I am in the vicinity. 
Is there any plan to repair it? 


Yes, there is. County Judge Rob Dunn 


said the cost is not the problem — the 
problem is the parts — no longer in 
manufacture, which must be handmade. A 
motor which turns the hands on the face of 
the clock burned out about three months 
.ago, and the county placed an order with a 
firm to handmake the needed part. 
Delivery was anticipated some time ago, 
and when the maintenance supervisor 
checked on it just last week, the clock- 
maker could not give a firm date on when 
the part will be received. As soon as it is 
here though, the clock will be back in 
action. 


Incidentally, court house offices have 


received frequent calls by others who miss 
the clock, installed in the tower in 1905. 


We moved here two years ago and 


there's an old two-story house behind us 
that's vacant and it is a fire hazard and a 
playhouse 
for children. It's full 
of 


squirrels, big rats, water bugs and 
roaches. We called the health department, 
they came out, but nothing was done. So 
why doesn't the City do something about 
it! 


Delma Ware, director of municipal 


sercices, requests you call him at City Hall 
giving him the location of the house so that 
he can make an inspection to see if it 
complies with the Housing Standards 
Code. Before he can initiate any action, he 
has to know the location, and he's waiting 
to hear from you. 


Is it true that Sheriff Shelton hit a 16- 


year-old boy in the head with a long 
flashlight at the Sonic Drive-In one night 
not long ago? Also, isn't it true that Shelton 
took two of the boys to jail with his wife in 
the car? 


Sheriff Shelton answers: "No, it is not 


true, I had no reason to hit him." Shelton 
said he had a flashlight in his hand when he 
approached the youth he saw fighting 
another youth through a car window, and 
ordered the 16-year-old to put a bottle of 
beer he had in the trash. He said he 
grabbed the boy by the back of his collar 
when he turned his back ignoring the 
directive to put down the beer, arresting 
him and an 18-year-old youth for public 
intoxication and disorderly conduct. 


Shelton said he and his wife had been to 


town and were pulling in at the drive-in 
when they came up behind the fight, and 
after he had placed them under arrest he 
took both to jail, where he called the 
juvenile's mother informing her he had 
been arrested and she could come get him, 
but she declined, letting him spend the 
night in the jail. 


"Yes, my wife was with me; she 


frequently is at night when we go 
somewhere," Shelton said, adding he 
always travels in his county sheriff's car 
equipped with radio so he can be reached 
by his officers or can contact his deputies 
quickly. 


In front of City Hall are several parking 


spaces designated for customers paying 
bills with a 15 minute time limit. Why do 
you always find 2 or 3 police cars in these 
parking places? They are obviously not 
paying their bills. 


I know Chief Massey will say he has told 


them not to park there. But why doesn't he 
take action,, like ticketing the officer, to 
stop this habit? Or, are police exempt from 
parking restrictions, time limits, and other 
laws? 


Chief Massey says in the first place 


police cars are not always parked in those 
spaces, and he has instructed officers not 
to park in those spaces—except after city 
hall is closed after 5 p.m.. or when the 
police department's eight spaces (three in 
front of the city jail and five more on the 
northwest side of the 100 block of West 
Fifth) are occupied, or when an officer has 
to stop at city hall to run upstairs to the 
department on business. 


An officer, in his personal car is "tagged 


just like anyone else," when parked in 
violation of a time-limit or parking meter 
space, he said, but police answering calls 
and parking a police car on a meter are not 
required to "feed a meter on official 
business." 


Because of a complaint received within 


the past two weeks, Chief Massey said he 
had put a memo on the bulletin board 
directing women office personnel not to 
park their personal cars and officers not to 
park police vehicles in front of the Navarro 
Hotel, and this is being adhered to by "my 
people, but I can't tell other city hall 
employes where they can park". 


Do you have to vote in state election to be 


able to vote in the city election? 


I have a friend who has voted in the city 


election every year for at least the last 
seven elections. But she didn't vote in last 
year's primary or general elections. This 
year they wouldn't let her vote absentee in 
the city election. 


The answer is "Yes." 
Navarro County Tax Assessor-Collector 


Jerry Scott, whose office handles voter 
registration for the county, says "The law 
is that anyone who registered in 1972 had to 
vote one time since then in either a first 
primary, second primary or general 
election" in order to have his voter's 
registration automatically renewed. 


Scott further notes he sent out 3,500 


notices in mid-January to persons who had 
allowed their registration to expire 
reminding them they needed to register 
prior to March 1 to be eligible for spring 
elections. 
. Those who failed to renew, their 
registration had their names taken off the 
list. 


Corsicana City Secretary Nelda Neal 


also cited this law when explaining why 
she did not permit an unregistered voter to 
vote absentee.

Navarro County ranked 76th 


in the 1975-76 Economic Index 
released March 8 by the State 
Board of Education. While this 
means the county is richer than 
178 other counties, it also means 
Navarro County schools have to 
contribute a larger local share 
of the cost of educating their 
children than do the counties 
below them. 


It's 
all 
part 
of 
Texas' 


Minimum Foundation Plan, the 
state's guarantee that every 
student in the state will receive 
a 
basic 
education. 
This 


guarantee is not that the state 
will contribute an equal share to 
the education of each child, but 
rather that an equal amount 
will be spent toward the basic 
education of each child. 


A county's economic index, 


the 
county's 
percentage of 


statewide taxpaying ability, is 
determined by three factors of 
varying 
importance: 
the 


assessed property valuation of 
each county, 20 per cent; the 
scholastic 
population of the 


county, eight per cent; and the 
county's income as measured 
by 
manufacturing 
value, 


minerals 
produced, 


agricultural 
products, 
and 


retail, wholesale and service 
organization payrolls, 72 per 
cent. 


Based 
on 
this 
schedule, 


Navarro County is expected to 
account for .211 per cent of the 
state tax base during the 1975-76 
school year. This is an increase 
of 3.9 per cent over the county's 
jconomic status of .203 per cent 
in 1974-75. 


In cold cash terms, 
this 


means Navarro County schools 
have to provide $689,126 of the 
foundation program from their 
own funds. 


This is money the schools are 


required to produce for what is 
normally 
considered 
the 


"state's" share in education. 


For instance, in Corsicana for 


the current school year, 45 per 
cent of the school revenue 


comes from local sources and 55 
per cent from state sources. 
But, of the $2,321,095 in "state" 
funds, $322,000 was required of 
the school district according to 
its ability to provide. 


While this set-up means that 


Corsicana's schools still receive 
about $2 million from the state, 
such is not the case for schools 
in the wealthier counties. 


Harris, Dallas and Tarrant 


Counties, containing 28 per cent 
of the state's economic index, 
are thereby required to pay the 
entire cost of educating the 
students within their counties. 


As might, be expected, this 


scale is thought to be unfair by 
schools 
in 
the 
wealthier 


counties 
since 
they 
are 


receiving no education funds 
from their local state taxes. 


In fact, during the school 


board 
orientation 
program 


several weeks ago, Ass't Supt. 
for Business Affairs Euin Frank 
said the Fort Worth School 
District is currently biding its 
time waiting for the 
State 


Legislature ' to 
change 
tiie 


educational financing program. 
If no substantial change is 
forthcoming, the district will 


sue the state so that it can 
receive some state funds. 


A 
statewide 
educational 


financing program similar to 
Texas' has already been thrown 
out in New Jersey. 


While Navarro County ranks 


76th out of 254 counties in Texas, 
it ranks fourth among the seven 
counties 
that 
make-up 
the 


Golden Circle. 


Ellis County at .332 per cent of 


the state's tax base is the most 
prosperous county in the area, 
followed by Henderson at .277 
and Anderson at .222. 


Ranked 
below 
Navarro 


County 
are 
Hill, 
.142; 


Freestone, .108; and Limestone, 
.083. 


Freestone County showed the 


biggest increase in the area, 
growing 30.1 per cent in its 
economic base during the year. 
Henderson also showed sub- 
stantial growth, increasing its 
tax paying ability by 20.4 per 
cent over 1974-75. 


Anderson County's economic 


index was the only one in the 
Golden 
Circle 
to 
decline, 


dropping .9 per cent. Limesone 
County's index remained the 
same.

School board votes to raise 
prices of football tickets 


The school board voted to 


raise the price of football tickets 
to varsity, junior varsity, and 
junior high games at Tiger 
Field Monday night. 


The request was made by 


Athletic Director Bill Froman, 
who said that the prices were 
"strongly recommended by the 
district." Albert Sanders voted 
"no" on the proposal, and the 
motion passed 5-1. 


Froman gave the board a 


report 
on the 
number 
of 


coaches, the number of par- 
ticipants, the cost of equipment, 
transportation 
needs, 
and 


suggestions for improving the 
athletic program. 


AMONG 
FROMAN'S 


suggestions for athletics were 
upgrading of press boxes and 
repair of bleachers in Tiger 
Field, and new cinders for the 
track, hiring of a full-time 
tennis coach, and expanding the 
swimming program. 


The board took no action on 


his requests. 


Tickets to varsity games were 


set at $.75 for students buying at 
school, $2 for general 
ad- 


mission, 
$2.25 for reserved 


seats, and $11.25 for season 
tickets. 


Junior varsity and junior high 


games were set at $1 for adults 
and $.50 for students. 


High school football, he said, 


utilizes 
eight 
coaches, 155 


participants, and an equipment 
budget of $6,000, which Froman 
said could probably be main- 
tained for the following year. 


THE 
MOST 
PRESSING 


needs, 
he said, 
were 
the 


upgrading of the press boxes on 
each side 
of the stadium. 


Froman also said that the 
bleachers needed repairing. 


Basketball, 
with its 
four 


coaches, its 46 participants 
including varsity, junior var- 
sity, and freshmen, 'and its 
$2,000 budget, was said by 
Froman to need transportation. 


"Because of workouts during 


basketball season," Froman 
said in his report, "many 
players arp left withput a way to 


get home. Coaches in the past 
have been using their own 
personal cars to 
transport 


players." 


Baseball, he said, has two 


coaches and 20 participants. 
When questioned by the board 
as to whether or not this was an 
arbitrary figure set down by the 
coach or whether 20 was the 
number who went out for 
baseball, Froman replied that 
the coach (Jim Dawson) had to 
set the limit at 20. 


Board 
chairman 
Maco 


Stewart asked if more classes 
could be added—classes that 
would not compete in district 
play, but which could be active 
in intrasquad games. Froman 
said he thought so. 


MRS. 
YVONNE 
BUNCH, 


board member, said she felt 
that "As many 
people as 


possible who want to take part 
should have the privilege." 


"Yes, let's give the kids an 


opportunity 
to 
participate," 


Stewart said. 


Froman suggested that, since 


the Building Trades building 
was not being used, it might be 
converted into a field house for 
all of the sports. 


Stewart suggested getting an 


estimate on converting the 
building into a field house.

High school boys' track has 


two coaches, 45 participants, 
and a $900 budget. Froman said 
that the need in this department 
was new cinder for the track. 
He said that the track was "at 
least one inch low," which 
caused poor drainage and a bad 
running course. He estimated 
that it would take 120 tons of 
cinders to raise the track one 
inch. An all-weather track, he 
added, • would 
cost 
"about 


$20,000." Supt. Joe Lindsey said 
that the cost might be more, 
since'the estimates had been 
made a year ago. 


THE GIRLS' TRACK team, 


Froman said, was budgeted for 
$860 with one coach and 25 
participants. 
The 
biggest 


problem, he said 
was the 


dressing facilities, which are at 
the High School. "We have to let 
the girls dress at the school, 
take them to Tiger Field, and 
then bring them back to the 
school after practice," he said. 


The girls' team, he added, 


will have 
its first 
district 


competition 
this 
spring in 


Killeen. 


High school golf has one 


coach, 20 participants, and a 
budget of $500. The problem 
here, Froman said, was green 
fees. "Last year's green fees 
were about $500," he added. 
Building a driving tange at the 
school 
was 
suggested 
and 


discussed, but no action was 
taken. 


One of the major changes 


suggested by Froman was the 
hiring of a full-time tennis 
coach, who would teach three 
hours a day in addition to 
functioning as a 
classroom 


teacher. 


The tennis courts, he said, 


"are in bad need of repair." 


FROMAN SUGGESTED that 


swimming classes be carried as 
a full time sport, and that the 
swimming classes 
be held 


during the first hour of the 
school day. "That way it won't 
have to compete with Blue-Gold 
Brigade practice during sixth 
period," he said. 


The two middle schools each 


have four coaches and a budget 
of $2,000 for football, $500 for 
basketball, and $250 for track.

Recent discoveries may lead to unmasking hepatitis viruses 
X-rated opera draws raves for music

BETHESDA, Md. (AP) - In 


a sudden rush of progress, 
medical scientists have opened 
the tantalizing prospect of vac- 
cination against hepatitis vi- 
ruses attacking the liver. 


It is as yet no more than a 


prospect — perhaps a distant 
one. 


Ten years ago it wasn't 


known what viruses, if any, 
caused hepatitis with its jaun- 
diced sickness and 
frequent 


deaths. 


Now, from recent discoveries, 


there is evidence that the vi- 
ruses guilty of two kinds of 
hepatitis are being unmasked. 
Such identification usually is a 
first step on the long path to- 
ward a safe and effective vac- 
cine to protect the liver, a vital 
organ that secretes bile, helps 
form blood, and removes some 
poisons from blood. 


Complicating the problem is 


that at least two vaccines 
would be needed. 


One would be against in- 


fectious hepatitis, Hepatitis A, 
caused by a virus found in sew- 
age and polluted water — a 
virus that can infect foods such 
as oysters and clams or be 
transmitted 
by 
unsanitary 


methods of handling food. 


Second is serum hepatitis, or

to Fairbanks 


FAIRBANKS, Alaska (AP) - 


Construction 
of 
the 
trans- 


alaska oil pipeline is bringing 
big money to this town. It is 
also bringing big headaches for 
persons looking for a place to 
live. 


Consider these real estate 


listings: 


—Two rooms and two five- 


gallon water jugs for $500 a 
month. 


—An unfinished home, with- 


out water, for $700 a month. 


—A hallway converted into 


an apartment for $300 a month. 


"People just want the money 


from the pipeline," says a 
woman whose family is house- 
hunting. "My husband isn't 
even affiliated with it. People 
are renting aything and renters 
will give anything for it just to 
have a place to call home." 


She said she and her husband 


and their three children are 
staying 
in 
an 
apartment. 


Across the hall in a three-bed- 
room apartment is a family of 
10. The rent is $600 a month 
plus electricity. 


One man who finally found 


an unfurnished, two-bedroom 
home for $600 said he feels 
very fortunate. One place he 
looked at rented for $500 a 
month. To move in, he said he 
would have been required to 
pay the first and last month's 
rent in advance and a $150 
cleaning deposit. 


"It was dirty, the furniture 


was beat up, the carpet had 
holes in it and the oven door 
was falling off," he said. "My 
wife said she just wouldn't live 
there." 


He said he assumes someone 


moved in — the 
ad dis- 


appeared. 


One woman is living in what 


she describes as a "hole in the 
ground." There is no running 
water in the tiny cabin. But she 
said she had to camp in her car 
for several weeks before she 
could find living quarters. 


There are reports of unfinish- 


ed houses renting for $1,000 a 
month, houses 40 miles out of 
' town going for $400 a month. 
Rent increases of $90 a month 
are not uncommon. 


And along with the merer. 3d 


costs of housing are increasing 
restrictions on tenants: No chil- 
dren. No pets. No single wom- 
en. 


And no vacancies. 
Hotels and motels will rent 


rooms by the day only, and the 
cost can skyrocket to more 
than $1,000 a month for one 
room. 


RESTAURATEUR SEES 
HEAVY DOGGIE BAGS 
FRESNO, Calif. (AP) - Ac- 


cording to a well-known Fresno 
restaurant owner, tradition was 
that if the service was good the 
waiter was left a tip. But, he 
says, things are changing. 


The patrons instead of tipping 


are now leaving with parts of 
the table settings. He said the 
customers take about every- 
thing easily removed — silver- 
ware, salt and pepper shakers, 
sugar 
dispensers, 
glasses, 


crackers, ashtrays, napkins and 
even pancake syrup. 


Some just walk out without 


leaving a tip or paying their 
bill. Most of the stolen items 
can be carried out in doggie 
bags. 


However, 
James 
Pardini, 


president of the Fresno Hotel 
and 
Motel Assn., does not 


blame inflation: 


"It's individuals who steal, 


not just social or economic 
pressures that bring them to do 
it." 


Most of the better restaurants 


in Fresno are 
having their 


problems. 


Hepatitis B, usually trans- 
mitted by transfusions of blood 
or blood products, or by dirty 
needles used by drug addicts, 
or by contamination of needles 
used in piercing ears, or in tat- 
tooing, or in medical injections. 
Mosquitoes can pass it, too. 


It is estimated that 700,000 


Americans are possible car- 
riers of Hepatitis B and don't 
know it. 


About 60,000 Americans con- 


tract hepatitis, either A or B, 
each year, and one to 10 per 
cent, meaning 6,000 at the up- 
per limit, die from it. 


The only known treatment, so 


far, is bed rest and nutritious 


diet. You just have to let an un- 
pleasant, often painful sickness 
run its course. 


Hepatitis may begin with 


vague feelings of not being 
well, of nausea, loss of appe- 
tite, then diarrhea, vomiting 
and dehydration. Eyes turn yel- 
low, and later the skin. Urine 
turns dark. The liver enlarges 
and hurts. It becomes hard to 
stay awake. Then in four weeks 
or so, in the majority of cases 
the 
woes 
go 
away. Con- 


valescence takes weeks. Com- 
plications persist in 15 per cent 
of patients. Adults are hit hard- 
er than children. 


Research in hepatitis was 


stalled until the late 1960's, 
says Dr. Robert H. Purcell, 
head of the hepatitis virus sec- 
tion, laboratory of Infectious 
Diseases, of the National In- 
stitute of Allergy and Infectious 
Diseases here. 


An initial break, little recog- 


nized at first, came in 1964 
when Dr. Barurh S. Blumberg, 
while he was at the National 
Institutes of Health, found a 
curious protein material in the 
blood of an Australian abori- 
gine while doing blood-genetics 
studies. 


Then researchers began find- 


ing this same Australian anti- 
gen (an antigen being any sub- 


stance that stimulates anti- 
bodies against it) in the blood 
of people who had Type B or 
serum hepatitis, and in hemo- 
philiacs 
who had received 


many blood transfusions. 


But no such antigen showed 


up in the blood of normal 
people or people with Type A 
or infectious hepatitis. 


Further investigations now 


have disclosed that the Austral- 
ian antigen exists in three 
forms. The most complex of the 
three, called the Dane particle 
after the British researcher Dr. 
DK.M.S. Dane, seems to contain 
genetic material. This could 
mean it is the real virus or in- 


fectious agent in Type B serum 
hepatitis. 


Scientists are working with 


this lead toward full identi- 
fication of a virus and perhaps 
later development of a vaccine. 


A roadblock is that the Dane 


particle cannot, so far, be 
grown in tissue culture, the 
usual process through which to 
produce quantities of a virus to 
make a vaccine. 


But chimpanzees and rhesus 


monkeys can be infected with 
it. This offers a way to study 
the characteristics of the pre- 
sumed virus. 


And it offers a. way to prepare 


large quantities of blood plasma 


containing Hepatitis B antigen. 
It may be possible to produce a 
vaccine, using an inactivated 
antigen or particle, that can be 
tested to see if it protects 
champanzees infected with live 
virus. In turn, this might lead to 
vaccines for humans. 


Type A virus, like Type B, 


cannot yet be grown in tissue 
cultures, but it. does infect 
marmosets, and infected blood 
from these small monkeys is 
being used now in research to 
isolate the virus. Marmoset 
breeding colonies and other 
research are supported by the 
National Institute of Allergy 
and IOUS Diseases, the Bureau 


of Biologies of the Food and 
Drug Administration and the 
Center 
for Disease Control 


headquarters in Atlanta, Ga. 


"As yet, we have no idea how 


to approach a vaccine for Type 
A," Purcell says. And, as yet, 
there is no method of screening 
for the presence of Type A in 


• human blood, as there is for 


Type B.

new defense, the research push 
is 
accelerating, 
and 
the 


National Institutes of Health 
budget for research in hepatitis 
has risen from $1.5 million in 
1970 to $5.2 million in 1974.

Cunningham said the per- 


formance was most consistently 
impressive for the beauty of its 
orchestral performance. 


"In recounting Frank Wedek- 


ind's tale of the downward so- 
cial progress of sexy Lulu, the 
semi-abstract multimedia pro- 
duction by Frank Corsaro has 
sought to parallel the lyricism 
of Berg's musical score with a 
very naturalistic, often lyrical 
telling of her life as artist's 
model, wife, actress, mistress 
and prostitute," Cunningham 
said. 


"In attempting to comment 


upon the opera's disconnected 
action during the orchestral in- 
terludes between scenes, cine- 
matographer Ronald Chase has 
devised some beautifully im- 
pressionistic scenes of Lulu as

"Trussel's voice was rather 


light for Berg's heavily orches- 
trated score, but his character- 


ization as Lulu's compromised 
lover was impressive. 


"Soprano Brooks 
repeated 


her vocally agile character- 
ization of Lulu and on thisoc- 
casion added a good deal of 
warmth and believeability to 
the role, especially in the final 
act. She still seems somewhat 
less than the wild animalistic 
creature envisioned in Cor- 
saro's description of this char- 
acter."

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


FBI secretly interfered with po- 
litical campaigns, promoted ra- 
cial unrest and anonymously 
mailed abusive letters in a 10- 
year campaign to disrupt the 
Socialist Workers party, ac- 
cording to newly disclosed FBI 
documents. 


The tactics even reached into 


the national headquarters of 
the Boy Scouts of America. 


Three thousand pages from 


the FBI files lay out the first 
detailed account of the counter- 
intelligence programs, known 


as COINTELPRO, launched by 
J. Edgar Hoover at various 
times in the 1950s and 1960s. 
Hoover terminated the formal 
COINTELPRO operations in 
April 1971. 


Party officials and the Politi- 


cal Rights Defense Fund, which 
is supporting the party's $27- 
million damage suit against the 
FBI, were making the docu- 
ments public after winning a 
federal court order forcing the 
FBI to yield them.

stitutional rights. 


Since it was formed in the 


1930s, the party regularly has 
fielded candidates for local and 
national office, usually picking 
up only a tiny percentage of the 
vote. The party consistently ad- 
vocates peaceful political activ- 
ity, according to an official of 
the Defense Fund, a private 
New York group not otherwise 
connected to the party. 


The documents show that the 


FBI 
mailed 
numerous 


anonymous letters designed to 
damage personal and political 
reputations of party members. 


For example, a 1964 memo 


described a letter mailed to the 
editor of the Morning Call, a 
Paterson, N.J., newspaper, 
about one of its staff writers, 
Murray Zuckoff, who had been 
active in the party. 


"You apparently don't know 


Zuckoff or what he stands for. 
It is inconceivable that such a 
person would find employment 
on a legitimate newspaper such 
as the 'Morning Call'," said the 
letter, signed "a reader." 


A Defense Fund official said 


Zuckoff subsequently dropped 
out of politics to keep his job. 


A 1965 memo authorized the 


Denver FBI office to mail an 
anonymous letter in an effort to 
sabotage the campaign of Allen 
Taplin, a local party organizer. 


"Bureau approval is request- 


ed for the Denver office to mail 
the following anonymous letter 
attributed 
to 'a 
concerned 


mother,' to the president of the 
Denver school board in an ef- 
fort to prevent Taplin from 
being elected to the school 
board," the Denver FBI office 
wrote. 


The spurious letter 
said: 


"Being a conscientious voter 
and mother of school-age chil- 
dren, I 
feel that 
someone 


should do something to prevent 
a person of this sort from being 
elected." 


The memo approving the let- 


ter 
reminded 
the 
Denver 


agents, "Use commercially 
purchased stationery for this 
mailing and take the usual pre- 
cautions to insure it cannot be 
associated with the FBI."

plications, it will work on these 
as well. 


Rodney Haedge, CHS choral 


director, told the board that for 
the presentation of "The Music 
Man," which will be given in the 
CHS auditorium in the middle of 
May, rope rigging, drops, and 
pin rails would be needed. He 
said that the cost would be 
$9,200. For the production, he 
said, the choir will rent the 
dimmers for lights. 


"I think we ought to get this 


for Rodney," Board Chairman 
Maco Stewart said. "We (the 
board) haven't done anything 
for the choral department in a 
long time, and Rodney needs 
chip with this program.

Loan defaults are not posing a 


serious problem to Corsicana's 
banks such as are being ex- 
perienced around the nation and 
bankers here are quick to say 
"we are fortunate." 


Without exception, Presidents 


Zane Stites, W.D. Wyatt and 
Chester Sprinkle acknowledge 
that 
default 
loans 
are 


something that every bank has 
to be concerned about, but 
thankfully it isn't a problem 
locally — due primairly to the 
fact that this area hasn't had 
the depressed economy others 
have. 


"We don't have a problem," 


reacted Stites, president of 
Corsicana National. 


What is the situation at State 


National? "It hasn't been a 
serious problem here 
yet," 


reports President Chester 0. 
Sprinkle who doesn't believe it 
will become one. 


Nor for that matter does First 


National's President Wyatt who 
observes 
"They 
(defaults) 


really haven't been a big 
problem with us." 


As though they had been 


asked the question in a group, 
instead 
of 
contacted 
in- 


dividually, each responded: 
"We haven't had the problems 
they have had in other areas, 
where they have been harder hit 
with unemployment." 


Wyatt pointed out that First 


National had "less 'past dues' 


at the end of February than in 
1974 
when we had a 
soft 


economy." 


Just as quickly, Stites related 


"In the past nine months we had 
two 
repossessions 
on 


automobile 
loans 
and 
our 


charge-offs last year were only 
$4,100 — so you see default loans 
is not a problem." 


"As far 
as having any 


tremendous losses," Sprinkle 
noted, "we don't have it. You 
always have a few losses — any 
business does — but up to this 
point, we haven't had a major 
problem." 


All three bankers quickly 


pointed out that this area has 
enjoyed a good economy — 
compared to other places — and 
relatively high employment. 
The effects of recession are 
noticeable when people are out 
of work. 


"When people are working, 


they pay their bills," Stites 
observed. 


And Sprinkle commented "as 


long as people have money we 
don't have problems collecting 
on loans." 


None said everything was just 


rosey as could be in Navarro 
County, pointing out that the 
poor cotton crop and low cattle 
prices had hit the farmer- 
rancher 
harder 
than other 


segments of the local economy, 
but it isn't all that bad either 
when one looks around, or reads 
about the adversities 
some 


other place is experiencing. 


Wyatt 
and 
Sprinkle 


acknowledged that as prudent 
bankers, one reason why local 
banks haven't encountered the 
losses on loans some banks are 
registering is due, in part, to the 
fact they are "servicing loans a 
little closer" — keeping closer 
watch on accounts becoming 
delinquent before they become 
a problem. Stites agreed. 


Of all areas of the economy, 


President Wyatt observed there 
"is no question that the farmers 
,and ranchers were harder hit 
with poor cotton crops and low 
cattle prices, but most of our 
farmers are landowners and 
can weather a year or two. It's 
not like it was when so many on 
the farms were tenants." 


"I think Corsicana is in a lot 


better situation, and Texas is in 
a lot better situation than most 
states are for employment — 
we're fortunate," Wyatt said. 


"Old Corsicana is pretty 


fortunate," agreed Stites, "in 
having a diversified economy 
with industrial plants, building, 
agriculture and relatively high 
employment."

Program administered by the 
Social Security Administration 
may not be understood by the 
general public, particularly the 
parents or guardians of such 
children, according to David 
Helmer, Manager of the Cor^ 
sicana Social Security Office. 
Children of any age, even in- 
fants, may qualify for monthly 
disability 
checks 
under 
a 


federal program referred to as 
SSI. This program replaced the 
State 
public 
assistance 


programs providing assistance 
to the aged, blind and disabled. 


In order to qualify for such 


benefits the child must meet the 
definition of disability as stated 
in the law and must have little 
or no income or resources. All 
SSI payments are based on need 
and the eligibility of children 
under 18 can be affected by the 
income and resources of their 
parents 
regardless 
of how 


severely disabled the children 
may be. The law assumes that a 
child shares in the income and 
resources of his parents. The 
amount of income, as well as 
the size of the family, would 
determine how much, if any, of 
the income or resources would 
have to be considered 
as 


belinging to the disabled child. 
The basic amount of the 
monthly Supplemental Security 
Income payment for one person 
is $146 per month, but can be 
less depending on other income 
the individual might have. In 
the case of a disabled child, any 
income he might have as well as 
that of his parents could affect 
the amount of the monthly 
payment. Once the disabled 
child reaches the age of 18, or 21 
if they are in school, the income 
of his parents is no longer 
considered in determining the 
amount of payments.

Both sides heard, action deferred

Corsicana's City Commission 


tabled the request from Erwin- 
Beasley Co. to re-zone 23.82 
acres on W. Park Row for 
apartments during its Tuesday 
afternoon meeting. 


Meeting with all members 


present for the second time in as 
many 
meetings, 
the 
com- 


mission deferred taking action 
on the request to change the 
land from agricultural to multi- 
family zoning in order to allow 
on-site investigations of the 
area by commissioners and the 
mayor. 


The action granted hope, 


temporarily, to homeowners in 
that area who do not want an 
apartment complex with all the 
noise and congestion they feel it 
would bring with it. 


Walter Erwin explained he 


wanted 
the 
zoning 
change 


because of the possibility of 
selling the land to developers 
wanting to build apartments 
close to Navarro Colelge and 
"this is the only area we could 
find." 


He invoked the Chamber of 


Commerce resolution to seek 
four-year status for the junior 
college and noted that "If 
Corsicana is going to grow, if 
the college is going to grow, 
we're going to need more 
apartments." 


Announcing 
that 
he 
was 


speaking for himself and like- 
minded neighbors who had 
unsuccessfully spoken against 
the 
zoning change at 
the 


Planning and Zoning meeting, 
Don Holland, 3011 Park Row, 
told the commission "the main 
reason most of us live out 
there" is because the area is not 
extensively developed. 


Holland twice told the com- 


mission of the unanimity of the 
opposition 
of 
the 
nearby 


homeowners, 
asking 
it 
to 


preserve "the peace and quiet 
that is out there." 


Holland further noted that the 


proposed site of apartment 
zoning "is further from the 
college 
than 
the 
present 


apartments." It would be more 
uniform he said, to build closer 
to the existing apartments, than 
"jumping 
over 
to pasture 


land." 


Holland's 
objections 
were 


echoes of the objections he and 
several neighbors raised at the 
Feb. 27 Planning and Zoning 
meeting. 


At that meeting the zoning 


request failed to gain approval 
on its initial vote as three 
members abstained. When it 
was pointed out the 3-1-3 vote 
meant defeat for the measure, 
two members changed their 
abstentions to "ayes" and the 
board 
subsequently 
recom- 


rnended the matter to the city. 


Commissioner H.R. Stroube 


led the way for tabling the 
proposal, saying "Since this is 
so controversial, I'd like to go 
look at it myself." 


Commissioners 
P.O. 


Fullwood and Bob Scott then 
moved and seconded the tabling 
motion. 


The commission also delayed 


taking action on another land 
matter, this one being the an- 
nexation of the 26.949 acre 
Black Hills Addition on N. 26th 
St. 


In question is the possibility of 


relocating a Lone Star Gas 
substation that according to 
Stroube occasionally "smells up 
the area for about a day, 
whistles for 12 to 14 hours at a 
time and pops off." 


Stroube noted the gas com- 


pany "must feel it ought to be 
out of the city limits to have put 
it there in the first place."

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Astrodome problems revealed little-kown fact about green people

A fellow at Stephenville has 


solved the mystery of why the 
little men from outer space 
who some say visit us in Un- 
identified Flying Objects never 
will be universally popular in 
America. 


It's because they're green. 
Dr. W.O. Trogdon said it has 


been proven that one half of 
one per cent of humans become 
violently ill when they look 
around them and find everyone 
with a green tint. 


That may be all right at a 


small party. Blame it on some- 
thing they drank. 


But when 60,000 persons are 


in Houston's Astrodome and 


pro 


that percentage of people gets 
sick at their little tummies at 
the same time it is a consider- 
able disaster. 


Now, you wouldn't think that 


Trogdon, the president of Tarle- 
tpn State University, would 
have any interest in such 
trivia. 


Unfortunately, 
he 
lived 


through it. 


You see, he was the consult- 


ant on the grass playing field 
for the huge domed stadium. 


"I told them in the beginning 


that they could save money by 
using an artificial turf," Dr. 
Trogdon said in a recent inter- 
view. Artificial turf?. Nobody 
had heard of it hardly then. 


The Astrodome people were 


adamant so he went ahead and 
grew grass. It was beautiful. 


He told Astrodome officials 


that teams can play on either 
one of two surfaces if they 
didn't want artificial grass. 
They can play on grass or 
sand. 


"Baseball 
players," 
said 


Trogdon, "liked the idea of 
sand. 
Football 
opponents 


thought it would give the home 
team an advantage because it 
would be accustomed to sand." 


Trogdon, once the decision 


was made, selected a grass 
which would thrive in 17 per 
cent of available light, while 
the dome let in 19 per cent. 


"But the grass would not sur- 


vive the terrific amount of traf- 


A Texan lost in Texas 


fie," said Trogdon. 


When you have several dozen 


vigorous 280-pound characters 
running around rapidly several 
times a week, something has to 
give, and it was the grass that 
perished. 


A second set of grass was 


growing in the wings ready to 
alternate with whatever was on 
the floor at the time, but that 
didn't work out, either. 


About the green people. 
The electrical bill, much of it 


for air-conditioning, started at 
$350,000 a year and goodness 
know what it is now. 


It was decided to cut out 


some of the sun's rays to re- 
duce the heat. 


Using green plastic on the 


dome was considered, said Dr. 
Trogdon, since grass doesn't 
need the green spectrum be- 
cause it already is green. But 
the green plastic made people 
beneath it appear green. 


Then the discovery was made 


that some people become ill 
when they are in a lot of green 
light. Scratch that green idea. 


As you will recall, some base- 


ball players said they were los- 
ing flies in the glare from the 
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dome in day games. 


Very unscientific, said Dr. 


Trogdon. "You can 
look 


directly at the sun through the 
dome without bad effects," said 
the Tarleton president. 


What was happening, he said, 


was that the operators had to 
put up baffles to reduce the 
noise, and players were unable 
to follow the ball as it moved 
from one split second to anoth- 
er from the darkness of the 
baffles to the milk color of the 
dome itself. 


To stop complaints about los- 


ing the ball in the dome light, 
Astrodome 
workers 
began 


painting it. 


That, said Trogdon, wiped out 


any hope for grass being the 


permanent sports field. 


Astroturf was developed and 


replaced the grass. 


Which resulted in some more 


problems which could be ig- 
nored but which are inter- 
esting. 


The floor of the dome is com- 


posed of 4.5 acres, and when 
grass was growing there, the 
vegetation threw 38,500 gallons 
of water into the Astrodome 
each day. 


If that wasn't removed, it 


would actually rain on the 
spectators. Too, cooling 
is 


achieved partly by removing 
the humidity from the air. 


So when Astroturf replaced 


grass, the Astrodome had 1,100 
tons of air-conditioning it no 


longer needed. That involved a 
lot of money, since the system 
contains 6,600 tons costing $4.5 
million. 


Another bit of trivia: Astro- 


turf is made of flat fibers in- 
stead of round. Otherwise, balls 
don't bounce true. 


Does the Tarleton football 


field have artificial turf? No, 
said Dr. Trogdon. 


He also was asked why rodeo 


arenas don't have Astroturf or 
one of its competitors. 


"It would cause serious dam- 


age to the animals," said Dr. 
Trogdon, "particularly to their 
fetlocks and hooves." 


Apparently our football and 


baseball players are made of 
sterner stuff than a bronco.

By 1974, the 
money had grown until 53 
scholarships could be given. 


"We 
used 
to 
give 
half 


scholarships to those who could 
pay for part of their education, 
"Stewart said, "But now all the 
scholarships given this year will 
probably be full scholarships."

Housing starts go down 


The interest rate on home 


loans has gone down. But, in a 
blow to economists' hopes for 
an early end to the housing 
slump, so have the number of 
homes being built. 


The Commerce Department 


reported Tuesday that housing 
units started in February were 
1.9 per cent below January and 
50 per cent below a year ear- 
lier. 
And housing 
permits, 


which usually anticipate actual 
construction starts by three 
months, were the lowest on 
record. 


Some economists had pre- 


dicted a turnaround in the de- 
pressed housing industry this 
spring as a first step in recov- 
ery from the nation's economic 
slump. Housing industries had 
gained on the stock market. 


But the housing stocks fell 


Tuesday amid a market decline 
blamed mostly on profit taking. 
The Dow Jones industrial aver- 
age fell 7.12 to 779.41 in a hectic 
day of trading on the New York 
Stock Exchange that was the 
ninth largest in exchange his- 
tory.

Michael 
Sumichrast, 


economist for the National As- 
sociation of Home Builders, 
said he now sees no possible re- 
covery in the housing industry 
before 
summer. 
"I 
never 


thought the permit rate would 
go that low, but it did," he 
said. 


At the same time, the Feder- 


al Home Loan Board reported 
interest on home loans took its 
steepest decline since 1971 in 
February. And some banks low- 
ered prime rates, the interest 
to the biggest corporations.

The 
compromise would continue the 
tax break for independents but 
-eliminate it for big firms. The 
House voted to end it altogether 
and a Senate-House panel will 
have to work out the differ- 
ences.
